The long looked for signature of 
the Germans to the Allies’ terms of* 
peace were subscribed to reluctantly 
by the German representatives in the 
historic Hall of Mirrors at Versalles 
on Saturday afternoon, June 28th, at 
three thirty o’clock. The German 
delegates were the first to sign the 
document, followed by the American 
delegates, led by President Wilson. 
1'he British followed the Americans, 
and then France, Italy and Japan. 
'1'he representatives of all the Allied 
powers signed in alphabetical order. 
The Chinese delegates reiterated 
their intentions not to sign. Thus 
the world war was formally brought 
to an end, and the minds of the peo¬ 
ple are at rest as regards the former 
prevailing state of uncertainty. 

Opinions differ, as is but natural, 
regarding the leniency or the strin¬ 
gency of the document, and the 
German press is as one in bitter de¬ 
nouncement of its forced terms, but 
as regards Germany’s opinions in this

Prior to the year 1917 the right to 
vote at an election for Councillors for 
a Municipal District was limited to 
the parties who were assessed for 
land. In the year 1917, however, the 
right to vote for Councillors was ex¬ 
tended to include the wives, hus¬ 
bands, sons and daughters of the 
persons assessed, provided such wives 
husbands, sons and daughters were 
twenty-one years of age and resi¬ 
dent within the boundaries of the 
Municipality. It was felt that the 
relatives of the owners or occupants 
of land were by their industry as¬ 
sisting both directly and indirectly in 
the progress and work of the Munici¬ 
pality and therefore it seemed only 
fair that they should have a right to 
say who they wished to carry on the 
business of the municipality. 

The amendment to the Act, howev¬ 
er, which made provisions for these 
parties voting, placed upon the Sec¬ 
retary-Treasurer the burden of find¬ 
ing out who the parties were that 
were entitled to vote because of their 
relation to persons who were assess¬ 
ed and of entering their names on 
the voters’ list. It was found that 
it was impossible for a Secretary- 
Treasurer without a great amount of 
labor to make a complete list of 
these people. For example, sons and 
daughters of persons assessed are 
entitled to have their names placed 
on the Voters’ List when they be¬ 
come twenty-one years of age, and 
when the Secretary-Treasurer was 
required to make up the list it was 
absolutely impossible for him to do 
so properly without making a can¬ 
vass of the entire district each year, 
inquiring as to when these parties 
became of age, and also as to wheth¬ 
er or not they were resident in the 
Municipality. This being the case it 
was felt to be unfair that such a bur¬ 
den should be placed on that Official, 
therefore, at the last session of the 
Legislature the Hon. A. G. MacRay, 
Minister of Municipal Affairs, intro¬ 
duced an amendment which Ijas now 
become law, requiring all persons 
who were entitled to vote at an elec¬ 
tion for Councillors, because of their 
being wives, husbands sons or daugh¬ 
ters of persons assessed, to register 
their names with the Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

All parties entitled to vote because 
of their relationship to a person as¬ 
sessed must make application to 
have their names placed on the Vot¬ 
ers’ List, otherwise they will not be 
able to vote at the election for Coun¬ 
cillors. Such application must be 
made to the Secretary-Treasurer of 
the District some time between No¬ 
vember 1st and December 31st, both 
inclusive of each year, during the 
usual office hours. Application may 
be made personally by the person 
claiming the right to vote, or it may 
be made through the party on account 
of whose assessment an applicant 
claims the right to vote. All persons 
who are of the opinion they have the 
right to vote under this provision 
should therefore be careful to make 
application to have their names plac¬ 
ed on the voters’ list in due time, so 
that they may be able to cast their 
ballots at the next election for Muni¬ 
cipal District Councillors. 

Another amendment to the provi¬ 
sions of the Municipal District Act 
in connection with the Voters’ List 
should also be noted. That is an 
amendment to Section 88 of the Mu¬ 
nicipal District Act, which requires 
a copy of the voters’ list to be posted 
up at some central place in each poll¬ 
ing division in the Municipal Distr&t. 
As the Act formerly stood, it only^re- 
quired that there should be a copy of 
the voters’ list posted in the Secre¬ 
tary-Treasurer’s office. This was in¬ 
convenient, because It frequently 
meant a special trip of quite a few 
miles if an elector wished to find out 
whether or not his name was on the 
voters’ list. 

Unless the business of a munici¬ 
pality is controlled by an active in¬ 
telligent public opinion, there cannot 
be the results there should be from 
our Municipal Organizations. With 
the widening of the franchise and the 
making of additional provision where 
by parties entitled to vote may make 
sure that dieir names are on the 
voters’ list, there will be an incentive 
to greater Interest being taken in 
Municipal matters, as one of the 
weak spots in rural municipal organi¬ 
zation in the past has been the lack 
of interest on the part of the major¬ 
ity of the electors as to who should 
be elected councillors. 


|a drover's certificate and contrary to 
the Brand Aet. He appeared on Sat¬ 
urday before Magistrate McCorquo- 
dale and fined the costs of the court. 

It is not generally understood by 
the stockmen that the Brand Act 
reads that stock must be examined 
before they can be trailed 20 miles 
or more, the full penalty of this of¬ 
fence being a $200 fine. On the 
other hand a rancher may trail caftle 
over that distance without examina¬ 
tion, providing they are going to be 
shipped to another point, for cattle 
must be inspected before shipment. 

Another point that Is not generally 
known is that stock being brought to 
an auction sale to be put up for auc¬ 
tion which have not been on the 
premises thirty Hays previous to the 
sale should be inspected by a brand 
inspector and notices should be post- 
led in a conspicuous place at the sale 
giving the destrieption and brands of 
| animals to be sold. Both auctioneer 
and owner are liable for a fine for 
infringement of the Act. 


A STARTLING STATEMENT. 


Mr. A. R. Balcom, Chief Metal¬ 
lurgical Engineer of the Acme En¬ 
gineering Company of Toronto, sends 
the Toronto Globe a copy of the fol¬ 
lowing letter addressed to the Minis¬ 
ter of Labor:

Globe_an. a rticle on “The High Cost 
of Living,’ also mentioning the cost|| 
of clothing. 

"For some considerable tiriie .1 
have been making tests and analyti¬ 
cally examining the samples of goods 
secured from various so-called reput¬ 
able business manufacturers of the 
city of Toronto, and the discovery is 
simply appalling. As an example, 
one reputable business house sent 
m e samples ranging from $45 to $75 
ior an * ordinary suit, the higher- 
priced ones being guaranteed to be 
all wool, and on examining these, in 
»o instance was there ten per cent, 
of wool in any of the cloth. On the 
contrary the cloth was spun from 
woollen rags" put together and a 
small amount of wool, that Is what 
is known as new wool, and the fur 
clippings from various fur-bearing 
animals. Once in a while a chicken 
may contribute a part of it. Another 
reputable business house, with suits 
up to $55 claiming them to be sixty 
per cent, wool, did not have a thread 
of wool in the cloth. 

“Now, if you will start an analy¬ 
tical examination you can easily 
verify my statements. 

“I fail to find a yard of cloth any¬ 
where that can possibly cost one dol¬ 
lar at the present price of labor and 
material and I am prepared to prove 
you on the subject.
